SCOTCH AND IRISH BANK BILL. 


We are desirous not to be misunderstood in the opposition which 
we are compelled to offer to the system of interference in which 
Sir Robert Peel appears determined to persevere, with respect to 
the Currency of the United Kingdom. We are not opposed to the 
principles advocated by the right hon. baronet, because we object 
to banks regulating their transactions with the most scrupulous 
caution and a reference to their means of maintaining their credit, 
and meeting their engagements under any possible circumstances, 
whether they consist of promissory notes, or of deposits of money, 
both and equally payehde on demand. It is because we feel 
strongly that the interference of Parliament, under the pretext of 
supplying prudence, and regulating the interests and responsibilities 
of commerce in any way, has always proved a serious failure, and 
a miserable substitution for that individual caution which it is so 
Well calculated to supplant, that we feel bound to oppose such 
legislation generally. And particularly so in the present instance, 
because we believe that the means proposed are calculated to have 
an opposite tendency ; to endanger more the solvency of banks, 
and very materially and unnecessarily to aggravate the evils aris- 
ing fromcommercial revulsions and anene exchanges, to which a 
great commercial country must ever be less or more subject. 

In our article of last week, we referred, as a striking example of 
the practical consequences of free competition and private responsi- 
bility on the one fend, and of a constant and systematic inter- 
ference on the part of the legislature to regulate banking on the 
other hand, to the experience of England and Scotland respectively ; 
two countries, which have been in every other respect, as far as 
regards their commercial regulations, and the circumstances other- 
wise likely to affect their credit and currency, placed under the 
samelaws. We then referred to the results of the two systems, gene- 

rally, on the character and credit of the banks of the two countries. 
The Appendix to the Report on the last Bank Charter furnishes a

The view which the public generally take of the measure pro- 
posed by Sir Robert Peel with regard to Scotch and Irish Banks, 
is, that the opposition which he experienced was so strong that he 
has virtually abandoned interference with them. It may be, and 
very probably is the case, that a very different measure was at one 
time contemplated. But be this as it may, we cannot but think 
that the importance and mischief involved in the present proposi- 
tion are very much underrated. 

With regard to both countries as part of this measure, the 
Minister prohibits the establishment of any new Banks of Issue. 
Now, in both cases this is tantamount to a prohibition of any new 
banks of any kind. It is in both cases a direct bar to more capi- 
tal being applied to the trade of banking. In doing this Sir R. 
Peel has proceeded upon a very common, but not the less appa- 
rent fallacy, that an increased number of competing Banks of 
Issue tends to increase the circulation. This, in place of being 
true, can easily be shown to be the opposite. If new banks, by 
competition for business, succeed in getting a portion of the cireu- 
lation, it is only by displacing the notes of some other banks ; and 
the more banks are Comasl and the ater number of places 
where such banks open branches, the whole currency will become 
rather less than greater, inasmuch as it becomes more general to 
keep accounts with banks in whi of every class deposit 
ther money. At the beginning of 1834 the total issue of notes in’ 
the United Kingdom ateneabed to 37,855,000/, and at the begin- 
ning of 1843, before the New Bank Bill was talked of, notwith- 
standing the establishment of one hundred and eight Joint Stock 
Banks in the meantime, the wholeissues of notes amounted only to 
34,049,000/. Competition among: Banks of Issue tends only more 
to divide the issue of notes; competition among-banks generally 
tends to diminish the whole circulation by inducing to an increase 
of deposits, and by this means economises materially the capital 
of the country. The new measures of the Government are calcu- 
lated to prevent entirely the extension of banks of any kind either 
in Scotland or in Ireland. 

To Ireland we conceive this to be a most important objection. 
The resources of that country are only beginning to be developed ; 
the amount of capital employed in banking is most insignificant, 
compared with the population or the resources of the country. 
With a population of eight millions, the whole paid-up capital 
sanbiael in banking in Ireland, independent of the capital of 
the Bank of Ireland lent to the Government, is not two 
millions sterling ; while the capital employed in banking in Scot- 
land, with a population of two millions six hundred thousand 
eo exceeds nine millions sterling. But to the few existing 

anks in Ireland a practical monopoly is given in the increasing 
business which must follow the improvement of that country ; 
for, in the first place, as the law now stands, according to the 
advice of one of the most able Irish lawyers, the only license to 
empower a bank to do business in Ireland is the license to issue 
notes, and if even this law were altered, still it would be impos- 
sible for a non-issuing bank to subsist in competition with those 
which derive a large profit from their notes. The same will be 
the case in Scotland. The prohibition against new banks of 
issue is a practical prohibition against new banks of any kind; 
for no new bank could subsist on the profits, independent of the 
issues of notes, in competition with those which do issue notes. 
In Scotland there are now twenty-three joint stock banks ; of these 
no less than fourteen have come into existence since 1830; and 
amongst these fourteen are some of the banks which now rank 
highest in extent of business and utility to the public. During 
that period, however (since 1830), the notes in circulation in Scot- 
land, notwithstanding the enormously increased business an 
banking facilities, have decreased. We ask the people of TS 
land and the people of Ireland to look back to ean 
to the establishments which, since then, have come into existe nee, 
and to consider in what state their business. would be without 
these establishments, and with those only which existed prior to 
1830? Is there any reason to think that the productions 
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country have reached their maximum? We believe both have the 
elements for a greater improvement and advance during the next 
twenty vears than in the past. Can it, then, be to the advantage 
of the people of Ireland or the people of Scotland thus virtually 
and practically to limit, by Act of Parliament, the number of banks 
which their increasing wants may require? 

But on many other grounds we believe the danger of the 
present interference, however small it may be, to be very much 
under-rated. If it be meant as nothing practical, as Sir Robert 
Peel's speech would certainly have one to believe—if the Scotch 
and Irish Banks have hitherto followed a practice so analogous to 
thatwhich this measure is intended to enforee—it is the most gratui- 
tous interference of legislation, for the mere sake of interference, 
on record, 

We are among the last who will be suspected of resisting change 
from a blind adherence to existing circumstances; but, on the 
other hand, much as we advocate changes, we are far from doing 
so, simply for the sake of change, but, on the contrary, we re- 
quire to see some actual and unquestionable good as the result. 
But the whole tenor of Sir Robert Peel’s speech is an attempt to 
make it appear that he in reality imposes nothing that the banks 
do not now voluntarily do for themselves. But is this practical 
and business-like minister the man who is likely to encounter the 
opposition of so influential a portion of the United Kingdom for | 
nothing but the name of intermeddling? Or if he looks upon the 
measure itself as having so little practical effect on existing inte- 
rests, is it intended only as a beginning which will render fur- 
ther and greater changes more easy? If as much had been per- 
mitted in 1826, in what position would Scotch banking have been 
at this time? There would hardly have been one bill for England 
in 1844 and another for Scotland in 1845; 
been objectionable had the more perfect system which had best 
stood the test of time, been adopted as the uniform system, instead 
of, as we fear would have been the case, the least peri ct System 
would have been by this time common to both countries. Privi- 
monopolies, and legislative interference would not have 
given Way to a perfect free system of competition in England, but 
freedom in Scotland would have given way to the system of in- 
terference and restriction. 

But there are real and serious evils, not so visible at first sight 
involved in the present proposition, which will inflict on Scotland, 
during a period of pressure, the most severe losses and inconve- 
niences, and which will materially aggravate the effects of an 

lverse exchange and a drain of bullion in that country, but even 
more so in the money market here; these evils are of so impor- 
tant and serious a description, that we are extremely glad that the 
further progress of the bill is delayed until after Whitsuntide, 
which will afford us a better opportunity to enter into their con- 
sideration, and which we shall fully do in our next number. 

The present system of Scotch banking has subsisted for nearly 
two centuries, during which time there has been an unlimited 
competition, and a growing confidence and satisfaction on the part 
of the public in the system, and during which time there has not 
been one act of Parliament passed in relation to them. This 
alone ought to be a good reason why the legislature should hesi- 
tate before beginning a system of intermeddling, which in every 
other case has proved so fatal. 
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OUI ELLATIONS WITH THE UNITED STATES. 
Ir is very far from being our wish to excite needless alarm at any 
time ; but sometimes an early anticipation of evils prevents much 
of the inconvenience and difficulty which otherwise arise from 
sudden and unexpected events. ~ 

Whatever different views parties may entertain as to the ulti- 
mate result of our existing misunderstandings with the United 
States, there can be no difference of opinion that our connexion 
with that country is now in the most unsatisfactory condition. 

Our most recent accounts lead us to infer that the Americans 
generally, as a people, had made up their minds that this country 
was as little disposed to insist on any rights or views of its own, 
in regard to the Oregon territory, as we had done with regard to 
the Texan annexation; and the language of Mr Polk, which 
excited so much animadversion here, seems to have elicited no 
surprise or even remark among any party there. We cannot, 
therefore, hide from ourselves the fact, that the arrival of the last 
steamer, after having been detained here several days purposely 
te carry out the report of the debate on the Oregon question, 
and the tenor of the speeches of Lord Clarendon and Lord 
Aberdeen in the one House, and of Lord John Russell and Sir 
Robert Peel in the other, must have produced an extraordinary 
jensation in the United States; which would, in all probability, 
show itself by a sudden effect on stock of all kinds in New York, 
and the price of produce suited for this market. The letters and 
news by that steamer would arrive at New York about the 19th 
ult.; and the Great Western, therefore, which had to sail on the 
24th, and which will probably arrive here about the 8th inst. 
(next Thursday), will bring the response to those news. We must 
be prepared to find that the first influence of the intelligence from 
here, had produced a great sensation and no slight indication of 
hostility and resistance to our claims, so clearly announced and 
so firmly supported in the speeches referred to. We cannot be- 
lieve that, circumstanced as the two countries are, with their in- 
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terests so intimately interwoven, that any serious

The letter also adds, that “there is no doubt whatever of its pass- 
ing.”” So much for the continued unwise policy pursued by this 
country towards this extensive outlet for our goods—the importance 
of which market to British enterprise was shown most conspicuously | 
in the table of imports into Rio de Janeiro, which we presented to | 
our readers three weeks ago. That table shows, as we then pointed | 
out, the very large proportion of the Brazilian import trade, of which | 
our merchants, manufacturers, and working classes have hitherto 
reaped the benefit. 

‘The very anomalous and invidious position tewards Brazil in 
which those tables represented our trade, leaves no room for surprise | 
at this policy on their part. Sir Robert Peel and Mr Gladstone may 
contend, as they have hitherto done, that such a policy will be more | 
injurious to Brazil than to this country. Of this we have little doubt, | 
nor have we any doubt that our policy of exclusion towards their pro- 
duce is more injurious to us than to them. But we must not expect 
that the wise principles of free trade, preached so freely by the states- | 
men of this country, while they are only adopted in matters the most | 
trifling, and while the contrary principles are strictly adhered to 
with respect to all important articles, will be followed by others, who 
are always more disposed to judge of our policy by our actions than 
by our professions. 

“There can be no doubt that such an increase of duty would lead to 
very extensive smuggling were all goods of a similar kind exposed to | 
it, but in this case the tendency to an illicit trade will be diminished 
by the more free introduction of goods of American and German 
manufacture, which already compete very closely, and in some | 
articles very successfully, with those of British manufacture,—so || 
much so, as to leave no sufficient margin for the profit and risk of the || 
smuggler. |

“In speaking of the importance of the proposed exhibition, we do 
not allude merely or principally to the anticipated greatness of 
the addition to the funds of the League, which 1t will realise ; but 
rather to the practical representation, which it will be, of all those 
arts and enterprises of industry that make Britain Great, and, but 
for the suicidal policy of short sighted legislators, would make her 
also Happy. Every article of manufacture presented will be a 
speaking claim on behalf of all concerned in the making of it, for 
a national recognition of their right to do what they choose with 
what really is their own. Such industry, ingenuity, enterprise, 
and capital, as will all be exhibited in the production of these 
articles, may, nay musf, renew their claim to be done fairly by 
in the state, whose name and fame, and wealth and power, they 
do so much to uphold; they ask no special favours; they want 
only to be let alone, willing to bear their own burdens, but not 
those of the idle, the thoughtless, and the thriftless. The bazaar 
will be an express protest of labour against the encroachments of 
idleness, of honest enterprise against grasping at by law what 
men should earn, if the have at all, only by their own exertions— 
a protest, in short, of Free Trade against bad trade and bad laws. 
And we are sure the public mind has now arrived at that state of 
enlightenment and resolution on this question that we may fairly 
look upon the bazaar as among the last public protests against 
monopoly that it will be necessary to make. It cannot be that 
the genius of a people, shining forth in so many forms and so bril- 
liantly in them all, as will be the case during the present month 
in Covent Garden Theatre, can be much longer than itself pleases, 
trodden under foot by imperious, envious, and aggrandising idle- 
ness, on the one hand, or patronising insolence on the other. 

It only remains for us to say that the month of May has been 
judiciously chosen for this great demonstration—that month so 
long distinguished as the time when strangers from far and from 
near come to*visit the metropolis.

| COAL TURN BILL. 

| Turre is “a Bill to regulate the loading of ships with coals in the 
| port of Newcastle-upon-Tyne” just now quietly passing through 
the House of Commons, which we should very much like to see 
thrown overboard, or at least very materially amended; for, as it 
stands, it contains provisions detrimental to the interests both of 
the public and the shipowners—the coalowners seemingly con- 
|| tinuing under the delusion that their own interests can never be 
|| sufficiently protected except by a violent interference with the 
rights of others. We do not think it necessary to narrate all the 
|; cumbrous and clumsy machinery of legislation which those gentle- 
| men seem to think necessary before ships can be loaded on the 
| Tyne—we do not know for what reason, since, for the loading on 
| the Wear and elsewhere, no such legislation has been obtained, 
, and the loading, we believe, goes on perfectly well without it ;— 
| but in the present Bill (which is a renewal of an expiring act, with 
| some fresh provisions) there are some regulations and restrictions 
80 arbitrary in themselves, and so opposed to public interest in 
their bearing and necessary effects (should they be permitted to be 
put in force), that we trust it is yet not too late either to stop the 
Bill or, at the very least, to take some of these stings out of it. For 
instance, by the act now in force, if a shipowner takes his vessel 
to a spout on the Tyne for a turn of coals for the London or any 
other home market, and has his vessel so entered, though other 
vessels come after, wanting coals for the foreign market, they must 
| Wait their turn, allowing those first on the list to be first served. 
| This is an important right of the shipowner and the British 
| public, when it is recollected that there is among the coal- 
Owners a mutually-agreed-upon limitation of their “ Vend” 
of coals in the home market (which they fancy is for their 
own benefit,)—the vend not extending to the foreign market ; 
| and, as things are, there is, in the way we have described, 
| at least a partial guarantee that the home market comes in for a 
supply of coals, from time to time, whether the coalowners will 
|torno. But by the eleventh clause of the bill, as amended, and 
how waiting, we believe, for its third reading in the House of 
/~emmons, the coalowners have attempted to steal a march up- 
/0n the shipowners and the public ; they propose to withdraw 
| this guarantee of a ready turn and quick dispatch to the ship- 
| OWner, and of a certain and plentiful supply of the home market 
| lor the benefit of the public, retaining for themselves a power, to 
| De used at their own discretion, quite irrespective of the periods 
| of entering vessels, to load vessels going foreign, in any quan- 
lity, before they load those bound for the home market; while 
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on the other hand, by another clause, they propose to bind, 
under heavy penalties, the shipowner who has once entered his 
vessel for the home market, to remain in waiting, it may be for 
weeks,—in short until it suit their (the coalowners’) own pleasure, 
interest, and convenience to let him have his cargo. Such a 
delay might at this season extend over a month, during which 
the shipowner must keep hanging on, paying wages, harbour 
dues, &c., and earning nothing; so that a freight, which might be 
remunerative with a quick turn, would, in this way, be converted 
into a serious loss to him; involving also the interest and con- 
venience of the home community at large—and all this to make 
the coalowners’ “ Vend” stricter than it is already—to make ita 
greater encroachment on just principles, and more opposed (as if 
it were not enough already) to the best interests of trade and of 
the community. 

That a bill of such a spirit, so inimical to the spirit of the times 
and of all those principles of trade which have now received the 
support of all men of all parties of any eminence or authority, 
should have been permitted to pass through committee, and to 
be ina condition now only to wait a third reading, is a circum- 
stance not creditable to the vigilance of Sir George Clerk, (in 
whose department the matter more particularly lies), or indeed 
to that of the house in general. We trust, however, it is not too 
late either to amend it, or, what would be better, to destroy it. 
The liberal views expressed by Sir Robert Peel on a late occasion 
respecting the coal trade, give us reason to suppose that he would 
be no party to the introduction of such a measure, but rather | 
that, when its mischievous spirit and tendency are pointed out, he | 
would be the first to oppose it. The whole of the regulations of the 
Newcastle coal trade are a disgrace to an enlightened country—

MR STURGE AND THE BRITISH

GOVERNMENT SUPPORT OF EDUCATION, 

It is a question with some people how far it answers a good puis | 
pose for the government of a country to give pecuniary assistance 
to the promotion of education of any sort—religious, secular, or 
sectarian. Itis very clear that the essential principles of genuine 
religion, and all that amount of miscellaneous knowledge usually 
comprehended under the designation of Scholastic Education, could 
be imparted by the central power and a government organisation 
without any “violation of the rights of conscience,” whatever 
other objections might be urged against it. On the other hand 
we admit, what indeed it seems to us impossible to deny, that 
there is a direct violation of principle, for which no government 
can be justified, except on a pretence of omniscience and infaili- 
bility, which most people are now becoming ashamed to claim for 
themselves, since they will not allow it to others, in supporting, 
by any grant of public means, the diffusion of the peculiar religious 
or other opinions of any section of the community; when the 
section happens to be a small one, or the grant given or upheld 
on its behalfa large one, the absurdity and unfairness of the 
thing becomes more apparent, but its unprincipledness is in all

and ability of Joseph Sturge of Birmingham, it is not easy for us 
to see. Yet that well-known and much esteemed philanthropist 
and politician has withdrawn from connexion with “ The British 
and Foreign School Society,” on no other ground that we can see, 
after having carefully read over a letter which he has taken upon 
himself the trouble and expense of printing and addressing to the 
subscribers to that excellent institution :— 

** All past history, I believe,” says Mr Sturge, “ proves that Institutions 
partly supported by voluntary, and partly by compulsory pecuniary aid, do 
not permanently prosper; and if the latter is resorted to at all, it is much 
better that the whole should be derived from this source. There is no 
reason which can be urged in favour of the Government paying a part, 
which does not apply to the whole; and the effects of the Regium Donum 
show that a small annual government grant may make the recipients sub- 
servient to the State. It must also be obvious that the voluntary principle 
cannot be thus infringed upon without paralysing it ; for those who are 
taxed for the support of an Institution cannot be expected willingly also to 
subscribe to it.

A HINT TO THE MEDICAL PROFESSION, 


| Ir appears that Mr Muntz has given notice that he will “move a 
| clause in the bill for regulating the professions of physic and sur- 
| gery, now before Parliament, requiring them to write their pre- 
scriptions in plain English, and also requiring all apothecaries to 
have their jars and bottles labelled in plain English, from the Ist of 
January, 1846.""—For doing so Mr Muntz deserves the specialthanks 
of every sensible person in the community—doctors and all—at 
least those of them who are sensible, as many of them we rejoice 
to think are. The wretched gibberism—it has not even the merit 
of being good dog-latin—in use among medical people, from the 
first-rate fashionable physicians, to every other druggist’s appren- 
tice, is quite unworthy of a great and honourable profession. It 
is an affectation of mystery ; andmystery isthe symbol of quackery. 
Indeed it is quite hopeless to attempt by any acts of Parliament 
to arrest quackery without the profession while there is so much 
within it. Now, there is nothing about mending one’s health, any 
more than there is about mending one’s boots, which requires a 
language to be used unintelligible to the persons served. Indeed, 
| few things retard a recovery of health so much as an air of mystery 
kept up by the medical attendant, and so far perhaps the 
mystery is a benefit to the profession; but we will not think so 
meanly of the medical profession as to imagine that base motives 
of that sort are the cause of their conduct, or at least of the con- 
duct of many of them. It is because we think very differently of

them as a body that we are anxious to see them eschew even the 
— of evil, rest their character upon visible conduct, and 


claim confidence, not from a blind faith, but by explaining the 
grounds on which they do so, and showing that they deserve it. 


ELECTRICITY AND AGRICULTURE, 
We are not surprised at the numerous letters which we have 
received on this very important and interesting subject. Many of 
our letters notice a typical error, which we had discovered in the ex- 
ternal dimensions of the area of one acre describedin our last article. 
They should have been 80 by 604 yards. The experiment referred 
to in our last paper was made by Dr Forster, of Findrassie, near 
Elgin, who produced from a single acre one hundred and eight 
bushels of chevalier barley. In reply to several inquiries we may 
say that the cost of a square 55 by 22 yards, being an area of half 
an acre, would be—for 6 lib of iron wire at 4d per lib (for bury- 
Ing) 2s; 4 lib of ditto at 3d per lib (for suspension) 1s; two poles 
ofdry wood 1s; labour, &e. Is; total 5s. As the area increases 
the cost diminishes. Convenient and desirable areas are, for two 
acres, 120 by 80 2-3rds yards; one acre, 80 by 604, three quarters 
of an acre, 82} by 44; half an acre, 73 1-3rd by 33; quarter of an 
acre, 55 by 22; one eighth of an acre, 40 by 15}. The mode in 
Which the plot is laid out is as follows. With a mariner’s com- 
pass and measured lengths of common string, lay out the places 
for the wooden pins, to which the buried wire is attached (hy 
passing through a small staple.) Care must be taken to lay the 
length of the buried wire due north and south by compass, and 
the breadth due east and west. This wire must be placed from two 
fo three inches deep in the soil. The lines of the buried wire are 
then completed. ‘The suspended wire must be attached and in 
contact with the buried wires at both of its ends.

General; the Earl of Liverpool, Lord Steward of the liousehold ; 
and the Marquis of Exeter holds the chief office in Prince Albert's 
household. 

Tue Circurts.—The commission recently appointed to inquire 
into the expediency and usefulness of remodelling and redistributing 
the circuits of the judges in England and Wales have already, we 
hear, come to the determination of recommending to government the 
division of the present Northern Circuit into two. Manchester and 
Liverpool, with their satellite towns, are, it is proposed, to form the 
new circuit. The commissioners have, moreover, we are informed, 
agreed to advise the Crown to create a new court of common law at 
Westminster, and for that purpose to withdraw two judges from the 
Courts of Common Pleas and Exchequer, and to appoint two addi- 
tional judges. ‘These recommendations can scarcely fail to meet with 
the general approval of the profession and of the public. 

Tue Sratistics or Soar.—Mr Hutt, with a laudable desire to 
ascertain how his country is off for soap, has moved for and obtained 
a parliamentary return, embracing all the statistics of this very inte- 
resting subject. It seems that, in England, the quantity of soap 
manutactured is considerably larger than the quantity made in Scot- 
land. Perhaps the increase in the manufacture in British soap may 
have arisen from a rumour that several of the old Tories intended to 
wash their hands of ‘Peel; and as some of those hauds have hada 
finger in matters not particularly nice, it was naturally thought that 
a great quantity of soap would be required for the operation alluded 
to. We understand that Mr Williams seconded Mr Uutt’s motion, 
on the ground that we ought to know how we stand for soap, when 
we may be called upon rather suddenly to lather the American’.— 
Punch.

CARDE drew attention to the facts of the disgraceful sceue which had 
taken place in Newgate, om the delivery of the condemned sermon 
preached on last Sunday, prior to the execution of Hocker. The 
chapel, he said, had been turned into a theatre; admission was by 
tickets from the sheriffs, and the criminal was so placed as to be sub- 
mitted to the scrutiny of all who felt pleasure in watching the move- 
ments of the prisoner's feelings, as evideuced by the countenance. In 
the strongest manner the noble marquis deprecated the prostitution of 
our solemn church service and liturgy to purposes so theatrical as these; 
and pointed out the absurdity, if not the injustice, of causing an uncon- 
victed prisoner (Connor) to receive the sacrament on the same ap- 
parent terms as that of the convicted criminal, whose dying hours 
were thus rendered a scene for the pleasurable excitement of spec- 
tators.—Several noble lords joined in the condemnation of the whole 
proceedings, Lord CampsELt expressing his opinion that some of the 
parties (the sheriffs, we presume) who had been the instigators of the 
conduct described were liable to be indicted and punished.—UIti- 
mately, the Marquis of CLanricarDE consented to withdraw his mo- 
tion for the present, on the understanding that the government would 
inquire into the matter in the mean time.

rectors of the company having first proceeded, through an immense 
|| crowd which had assembled at each of the approaches, across the river 
| from the city side and back. After 12 o'clock the toll of one half-

above 20,000 passed over. It stands much higher above the water 
| than any of the other bridges, and its light and airy appearance pre- 
sents a very marked contrast to the solid and massive structure a little 
| lower down, of which it threatens to be a formidable rival. {In con- 
|| sequence of the wind being rather high there was a gentle oscilla- 
| tion about the centre, but it was not so great as to cause any incon- 
|| venience to passengers. ‘The centre span of the bridge is 676 feet, 
|| and the sides span 333 feet ; the rise of the flooring in the centre is 
31 feet 6 inches, at the piers 26 feet 6 inches, and at the abutments 
22 feet G6 inches; the height of the towers is 80 feet from the high 
water mark. The weight of the chains is 700 tons. ‘There are two 
lines of chains, two chains in each, one above the other; they con- 
sist of plates of iron 7 inches by 1 inch, and 24 feet long, the chains 
being 10 and 11 feet in the centre and 11 and 12 feet at the ends, the 
strain being greater there.

which awaited him. ‘The first confession he wrote he destroyed, and 
occupied his time with writing another and some notes. He partook 
but of a very slight breakfast, while a general sinking of the system 
was visible. Mr Sheriff Sidney informed the reporters that he and 
his colleague having seen statements in some of the papers suggest- 
ing that the execution ought to be stayed, they had had several inter- 
views with Hocker, and informed him that if he could urge anything 
which was likely to be beneficial to him, or would in any way tend to 
explain any part of the transaction, an application could be made to 
the Secretary of State for a reprieve. He replied that his was not 
the hand that did it, but he should wish not to be pressed further up- 
on the subject. It was also remarked to him, that his two defences 
were contradictory, when he said they were partly true, that he had 
a deep feeling of revenge against Delarue, but that was unknown to 
him (Deiarue). At twenty minutes to eight o'clock, he began to 
sink rapidly, and fainted away. From this state of coma he partially 
recovered. A few minutes before eight o’clock the reporters were 
admitted into the room in which he had passed the night, when the 
chaplain asked him if he wished to say anything ; he replied in a very 
weak voice that “he was not prepared for the reporters; his mind 
was in that state of confusion, that he could not say what he wished ; 
had he been aware, he would have been prepared.” Shortly after he 
was pinioned, when he again fainted away, and it was found neces- 
sary to carry him into the yard ; from this state he but slightly re- 
covered, and was compelled to be led to the drop. He murmured, 
“ May God receive my soul,” when the drop fell, and, after two or 
three convulsive struggles, all was over. 

Tue Munpver 1n Sr Gires’s.—On Wednesday morning, Mr Wak- 
ley, M.P., resumed, at the Angel, High street, St Giles’s, the inquest 
on Mary Brothers, adjourned trom tire 9th instant for the purpose of 
enabling the worthy coroner to apply to the Court of the Queen's 
Bench tor a habeas to have the production of Joseph Connor, that he 
might be identified. The names of the jury having been called over, 
and before cither the public or the press were admitted, Mr Wakley 
desired Harvey, the sammoning officer, to bring in Connor's father, 
of whom he inquired if he (Connor) had any witnesses to be exa- 
mined. Connor replied that his son wished three persons to be exa- 
mined, who would prove an alibi. ‘The witnesses were sent for, but 
on their appearance, and under present circumstances, the jury de- 
clined examining them. The Coroner detailed the circumstances 
that had taken place with respect to the non-production of the ac- 
cused, and the following verdict was returned :—“* We find that the 
deceased Mary Brothers was wilfully murdered by some person un- 
known, We were prevented by the police authorities from pursuing 
this investigation in a more satisfactory manner and to a more correct 
conclusion.” Of the 15 jurors 14 signed this verdict, one refusing to 
agree to any finding, as the prisoner had not been produced.

Her Masesty’s Visit.—Mr O’Connell’s speech at the Conciliation 
hall has had the effect of putting an end to the wondrous unanimity 
displayed a few days back between Conservatives and Repealers upon 
the question of a royal visit. A special meeting of the town council 
was called the day after upon the requisition of several aldermen and 
town councillors, for the purpose of appointing a committee to frame an 
address to her Majesty, ee that she might be pleased, at her 
convenience, to visit her } oyal and faithful Irish subjects.” But the 
Conservatives would not join in the prayer on account of O'Connell's 
change of tactics which he avowed, saying that, “ when he Signed the 
requisition convening that meeting, he did not think that in a day or 
two after he should read in the English papers such a thorough ‘de. 
fiance of the Irish peopleas was contained in the declaration of English 
statesmen, that even if the vessel of the state were sinking—even jf 
utter ruin threatened the empire—the English people would make no 
concession on the subject of repeal. Ile contended that Ireland had 
as good a right to a voice on the subject as England for Scotland, 
(Hear, eae J Neutrality on the subject had been rendered j impos- 
sible by the declarations in parliament. It seemed to him that there 
was a design to place Re ‘pealers in this predicament—that they must 
either continue the agitation for repeal during the royal visit, or allow 
it to be trumpeted abroad, in parliament and elsewhere, that they 
were apathetic and ready to abandon it.” 


Comrorr ror Sir R. Peer.—John, Archbishop of Tuam, has ad- 
dressed a long letter to the Premier, treating the grant to Mayr ooth 
as a very paltry affair wrung from this country in spite of itself and 
with regret, and at the repeal weckly meeting a letter from Bishop 
Higgins to Mr O'Connell was read, in which the measure is spoken 
of in equally contemptuous terms—as W orthy of “no gratitude what- 
ever,” as “wrung by their own energies and determination from a 
bigotted and anti-Catholic cabinet,” as “paltry,” considering the 
population of Ireland, &e. 

Repeat Association.—The w eekly meeting was held on Monday 
in the Conciliation hall. The chair was taken by Nicholas Maher, 
Esq., M.P. for Tipperary, who said he could not let ‘that opportunity 
pass without declari ing his gratitude to Sir Robert Peel for introducing 
the Maynooth bill, and the straightforward manner in which he 
brought it forward. But whilst they would receive these instalments 
with gratitude, they would nevertheless be satisfied with nothing 
short of the repeal of the legislative union. Mr W. 8. O’Brien 
moved the adoption of an address to the electors of Dow n, which was 
carried ; after which, Mr Grey Porter addressed the meeting, lament- 
ing that there were so few Protestants connected with the association, 

* The men of the north of Ireland wished to know whether the repeal of 

the Union were a sine qua non, and whether, if the just grievances of the 
country were redressed, they would still look forf that object. If, for ex- 
ample, the number of the representatives were increased in a fair proportion 
—if the franchise were extended, and if a good landlord and tenant bil! 
were conferred, and the municipal act amended, and if the church tempo- 
ralities were modified in Munster and Connaught, and if a diplomatic in- 
tercourse were opened with the court of Rome, the question then was, 
whether, if these concessions were granted, would they forego the repeal 
of the Union? (Cries of § No, no.’)” 
Mr O'Connell replied, to the effect that they would not, under any 
circumstances, forego the question of repeal ; nor did he believe, that 
if they were to do so the Protestants, as a body, would join them. 
Ile admitted that they had the entire of the P rotestant population 
of the north against them, but they had the entire C Catholic population 
of Ulster with them. (Hlear, hear.) Ile was sorry to be Dbliged to 
make these distinctions, but he looked forward to “the day when all 
parties would be known only as Irishmen. He then proceeded to 
comment on the Maynooth bill, in much the same strain as at the 
last meeting. He gloried in the idea, that the government were un- 
able to put down the association by force; and he foresaw the time 
when they would be able to dictate terms to the Protestant church 
establishment in that country :— 

“In the recent debate he found Mr Macaulay declaring that the esta 
blished church in Ireland was indefensible and absurd, and Lord Howie 
advocated the distribution anew of the Irish church temp: ralities—first 
giving to the Catholics, and providing for the Protestants in the second | 
instance. Now this was actually going further than the repealers wanted, 
for they did not desire to appropriate a penny of the revenues of the esta- 
blished church. Such declarations showed that the established chure hh as | 
an establishment could not continue ; to-morrow might see Lord Howick, 
or Mr Macaulay, on the ministerial bench, and they were solemnly pledged | 
against it. (Hear, hear.) He therefore recommended the supporters 0° | 
the established church to give him a call at his house in Merrion square, 
and enter with him into an arrangement, by which they might ¢ arry the 
repeal ; and thus give safety to all and ascendaney to none. (C heers. )’ 
Several other speakers recommended the people to give the _—

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 

France.—The Paris papers and correspondence bring no political 
news of importance. M. Guizot has left the French capital for 
Beausejour (at Passy), and, we regret to learn, without any improve- 
ment in his health. ‘The belief, therefore, has become more general 
that he will not resume office, which impression has produced a fall 
in the Three per cents. The Five per cents declined, owing to the 
introduction (on Monday) of the bill for converting that stock.—For 
Railway Intelligence, see our correspondent’s letter in another page. 

Unirep Statres.—By the packet-ship, which arrived at Liverpool 
on Monday, New York papers have been received to the 8th inst. ; 
but the news they contain is not of much importance. The latest 
accounts from ‘Texas speak of the annexation scheme as being gene- 
rally popular in that country, and state that, on the receipt of intel- 
ligence of the passing of the bill by the United States congress, great 
| rejoicings took place at Galveston ; and a large public meeting was 
| held there, at which resolutions in favour of annexation were unani- 
mously passed. Whether these facts may be considered as indica- 
tive of the general feeling of the Texan people, we have no means of 
forming a satisfactory judgment. It is stated, that England and 
France are making powerful and united efforts to induce the Texans 
to reject the measure adopted by the United States. There is no 
/news whatever in reference to Oregon; but some of the American 
newspapers seem to have serious misgivings as to the state of their 
relations with England, and call upon the government to provide for 
the crisis that may be coming upon the country, and for which it is 
at present wholly unprepared. We imagine that, when the speeches 
made by Sir Robert Peel and Lord Aberdeen, on the 4th ultimo, 
reached New York, which would probably be on Sunday or Monday 
week, the misgivings, which had partially prevailed before, would 
very greatly increase ; especially if it should be true, as is now com- 
monly reported, that the Englis 1 government messenger, sent out by 
the Boston steamer on the 5th ultimo, took with him a notice for the 
termination of the convention for the joint occupancy of the Oregon 
, at the end of twelve months. We may look for some very interest- 
ing and exciting news on the arrival of the Great Western, about the 
8th or 9th of May. 

The new packet-ship Waterloo, Captain Allen, which left New 
York on the 11th ult., arrived in the Mersey on Thursday afternoon, 
| thus making her first voyage in the short space of 20 days. The in- 
telligence is meagre, and of little import. The Oregon and Annexa- 
tion questions present no new feature ; but there appears to be much 
| apprehension of a collision with Mexico, and the defences of the 

Union are being considered. The papers continued to discuss the 
probability or otherwise of a war with Mexico. The New York 
evening paper asserts, on what it declares to be authorised autho- 
rity, that a war will take place. There had been nothing later from 
Texas. A lamentable accident—the loss of the Swallow, a steamer 
on the Hudson—had sent forty or fifty souls to their final account. 

The Democratic party had defeated the Whig and native Republican 

parties in the municipal elections at New York. 





AcricutturaL Conoress 1x Parisx—An agricultural congress, 
after the fashion of the scientific associations which meet yearly in 
England, and in various kingdoms of the continent, is to assemble in 
Paris, for the first time, on the 8th of next month, under the presi- 
dence of the Due Decazes. The meeting is intended to be a yearly 
one. The present session will last for six weeks; and the grand 
referendaire will open to the congress the grand conservatory of the 
Luxembourg. 

Act or MaGnanimity.—An important legal decision has been 
published, in regard to the will of the late John Randolph, of 
Roanake, in Virginia. This eccentric but eloquent man had a large 
estate, and more than 300 slaves. Several wills were extant, but all 
Were contested by the heirs-at-law on the ground of alleged insanity. 
By the will which gave freedom to the blacks, a large part of the 
property was left to Judge Leigh. This led to an act of magnani- 
mity on his part which is worthy of record. He was the principal 
Witness to the sanity of the testator at the date of the instrument. 

n order that his testimony might be available, he instantly relin- 
quished all claim as a legatee, and thus secured the emancipation of 
the slaves ; for, by a decision of January 12, the will of 1821, with its 
codicil, is established. This event takes place in the heart of the 
tobacco district of the most populous slave-holding state in the 
‘M10n.— American Correspondent of Northern Warder.

astonishing ; and one is naturally led to ask the question—Ilow, and 
for what reason, has that spirit remained dormant, with regard to 
the long existing establishments and magnificently endowed protes- 
tant churches of Great Britain and Ireland. In neither of which 
countries can it be proved that the State Church is the church of the 
majority of the people. (Vide the seven millions of Roman Catholics 
in lreland, and the defeat of the Right Hon. Sir J. Graham's educa- 
tion scheme by the Dissenters of this country in 1642-3). 

By almost every reasonadje person it is thought that this is not 
the time for a display and application of their abstract principles 
(however just and true they may be), and comes with a very bad 
grace from them after their inactivity and abeyance‘for so long a 
period, with regard to the Established Churches of England and 
Scotland, from which the voluntaries have seceded. Isolated in- 
stances of opposition may, indeed, be brought forward to vindicate 
themselves from the charges of inconsistency and lukewarmness in the 
yromulgation of their free church doctrines, but the history of the 
fast century does not furnish us with any one instance where the 
various denominations of Dissenters have joined their united efforts 
Searlessly, comprehensively, and UNCEASINGLY to attack the endowments 
of existing establishments in order to consummate their downfall. It 
comes with bad grace from such of those who have been and are still 
receiving s2ecial grants from the “ Regium Donum,”-—whilst abhoring 
the hand that gives them—to attack and oppose with such violence 
the paltry grant to Maynooth. Where, I would ask, has been their 
sympathy and devotion to the voluntary principle for the last two or 
three centuries, to have allowed millions of their fellow-subjecs to 
have suffered under the oppression of a State Church, from whose 
faith and ceremonies the Roman Catholics of Ireland as conscien- 
tiously differ, as do those very dissenters who have seceded from their 
respective churches. In the blind opposition they have given to the 
measure, they have lost sight of existing circumstances and facts, 
circumstances and facts, which, by their apathy, among many other 
causes, have been allowed to continue unredressed, and to increase to 
such a height that the very safety of the empire depends upon some- 
thing being done to ameliorate the abject condition and conciliate the 
outraged feelings under which the people of Ireland have groaned 
since the time of their subjugation and union with Britain. 

The only reason that can be found for such apathy hitherto, and op- 
position now, to endowments is, that it so happens that the endowed 
religion of Great Britain and Ireland has been that of Protestants— 
the unendowed that of Catholics, or as the voluntaries have it, Papists. 
Although these very voluntaries tax those very establishments, to 
which they submit and contribute, with Popery and Erastian- 
ism—varying only in degree by a sort of sliding scale from Popery to 
Puseyism. 

It is a pleasure and satisfaction to the rea! and true friends of civil 
and religious liberty to find that the Economist has taken the honour- 
able course it has done; it would indeed have belied its name and 
principles, to have yielded to the passions or prejudices of either sec- 
tarians or churchmen, as many other influential journals, to their 
shame be it spoken, have done, for the sake of mere popularity, or 
what is even worse, for the sake of “ filthy lucre.” Venly, they have 
their reward, the one being as evanescent as the other. 

It is fervently to be hoped that, by the calm, manly, and fearless 
exercise of their judgment, the Liberal and truly Conservative 
representatives will carry Sir Robert Peel triumphant through his 
good work ; looking at the measure proposed (not as the minister who 
brings it forward) as one of sound policy and well-timed concession 
to the just demands of the sister kingdom, and eventually their op- 
ponents will be forced to admit the soundness and utility of the step, 
under the existing circumstances of the nation.

IIe will also find that 15s or 16s is 
nolan unusual wage for piecers to the self-acting mules; some of them earn 168 to 
IXs. This may be above an average. But 10s fora pair of looms is the average 
in Manchester, Slayley Bridge, §c. ; this will be 15s for three looms, or 20s for four, 
but in the latter case they have to pay 4s or 5s a week for assistance. These facts are 
notorious. If G. W. doubts about the cottages, let him refer to the published ac- 
counts and plans of the General Sanatory Report. 

With reference to G. W.'s question respecting taxation ; we will always advocate direct 
taxation, whether the Corn Law be abolished or not ; for we believe that ali indirect 
taxes are wasteful and injurious lo the public in numerous ways, in which they are 
not profitable to the revenue; and, above all things, we would always advocate such 
direct taxes to be charged on real and accumulated property," and certainly in no 
degree on the labourer. We believe tt most mischievoua to the best interests of the 
country at large to place any tax on labour.

SUMMARY. 
FRIDAY EVENING. 

Tue following account of the American Cotion Market, at its prin- 
cipal seats, is extracted from the papers received by the last packet, 

New York, April 5.—Since the arrival of the steam-ship Cambria 
from Liverpool, this market has been very active, and prices have 
advanced full one quarter of a cent per pound. On the receipt of the 
intelligence from Liverpool of an improvement in that market, an 
active speculative demand at once arose, which continued the follow- 
ing day, resulting in sales of 8000 bales for the two days, at an ad- 
vance of three-cighths of a cent on previous rates ; the disposition to 
purchase then ceased, and holders were more disposed to be sellers 
at easier rates. ‘The market has since been freely supplied, and 
prices have gradually yielded one-eighth of a cent, leaving the actual 
advance on prices current, previous to the arrival of the steamer, one 
quarter of a cent. ‘The demand for some time past has been of a 
limited character for the Liverpool market, the grades of ordinary 
and middling New Orleans being sought for. The market for the 
past two or three days has been rather quiet, but is ina healthy con- 
dition, there being no diposition to force sales. The amount offering 
is moderate for the season. Sales for the week ending 8th instant 
10,000 bales. Since 15,000 bales. 

The estimates in relation to the new crop have increased since the 
recent advance in prices, and operators now place the yield at 2,500,000 
bales. The crop will, without doubt, reach that extent; jbut the 
amount reaching market depends so much upon prices, that if prices 
advance the receipts will reach the highest cstimate, and if they fall 
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| off, the receipts will be limited. We annex a statement showing the

| is fully maintained, and very little is offered for sale in the market. 
The arrivals this week of indigo of the new crop (1844) are heavy, 
and comprise about 8,000 chests. Ww e have not been able to learn 
whether of that quantity, or of previous arrivals, any portion will be 
offered for sale previous to the July sales; but as we observe an 
almost general adherence of the trade to the principle of periodical 
sales, as laid down in our last nuinber, we presume that almost all 
the indigo now in first hands, and arriving in the months of May 
and June, will be kept until the great summer and autumn sales. 
The total stock of indigo in the London warehouses on the Ist of 
this month is 23,294 chests, exclusive of this week’s arrivals, which 
are not yet landed, and against 18,589 chests on the Ist of May, 1844. 
The total deliveries from the warehouses during the first four months 
in each of the last four years are as follows :—1842, 7,265 chests ; 1843, 
5,475 chests; 1844, 9,031 chests; 1845, 10,061 chests. Thus it appears 
that the consumption is still on the increase. We intend to furnish 
more extensive statistical information on indigo in our next number.
